The Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the allowance of the present application 
provided by the Notice of Allowance issued on December 5, 2005. 

The Applicant wishes to clarify that the Reasons for Allowance may refer to just one of 
multiple features that may distinguish the allowed claims over the references of record.
